“Automobile trade in common with 
all other business has been passing 
through strenuous times during two 
seasons just passed, and it might 
not come amiss to say a word about 
the general situation. In the first 
place all motor shows which this 
season put necessary effort into 
their arrangements attracted greater 
attendances than last year, with 
correspondingly greater number of 
inquiries and interest. Many retail 
firms report more actual orders 
booked to date this year than last, 
and a better list of prospects. Com- 
mercial reports generally show a 
feeling that fundamentally trade is 
on a better basis than before, and 
though upturn in business may be 
slight, it looks brighter for a sound 
year’s business in 1932. 

“Some of the weaker dealer or- 
ganizations have passed from the 
picture, but those which are left 
are putting into practice lessons in 
economies, better trading and stricter 
credits which the depression forced 
on their attention. It has never 
been so necessary as today for auto- 
mobile traders to present a united 
front on those matters of mutual 
interest in which this association 
may function, and it is strongly 
recommended to membership to put 
into effect this year aims of the 
association even more strongly than 
in the past. United States dealers 
are encouraging ideas that it is 
neither patriotic nor creditable tor 
those with money to retrench in ex- 
penditure. On the contrary, it is for 
the best interests of business to buy 
an automobile and so stimulate em- 
ployment.” 


AUTOMOBILE SALES 
IN WEST HURT BY 


LOW FARM PRICES 


New York, March 23.—New pas- 
senger car registration returns from 
states in the West that have re- 
ported for February show clearly 
the sharp decline in buying power 
in that section of the country, at 
least that section of buying power 


which is applied to automobi'e pur- , 


chases, 

These returns are a clear indica- 
tion that conditions in the West 
must improve sharply before the 
automobile industry can expect to 
obtain the benefit of normal sales 
in that market. An increase in com- 
modity prices would aid most. 

The five states of Idaho, Mon- 
tana, North and South Dakota and 
Utah report aggregated registra- 
tions of new passenger cars in the 
first two months of this year of 
2,196 units, as against 6,624 in the 
same states in the like period of last 
year. This was a decline of nearly 
67 per cent, In other words, only

“Government control or regulation 
of the motor truck industry is un- 
necessary to protect the shipper and 
the public from a monopoly.

during the first two months of 1932, 
ended February 29, showed an in- 
crease of 4 per cent. over the 
figures for the first two months of 
1931, according to a report by W. 
C, Herring, general manager of Gen- 
eral Motors Products of Canada, 
Ltd. This increase was made in 
the face of a 29 per cent. decline by 
the Canadian industry as a whole.

In addition, our used 
car sales were considerably ahead of 
the same period last year, and 
stocks of used cars at present are

Albany, N. Y., March 23.—Gov. 
Roosevelt yesterday approved the 
bill increasing by 65 per cent. the 
license tax on buses and heavy 
motor trucks, a measure which en- 
countered bitter opposition in the 
late legislative session. 

The new rate will be temporary, 
as the bill, which was sponsored by 
the Senate Finance Committee, pro- 
vides that the higher tax will not 


be collected after December 31 next 
year. 

According to estimates of the fis- 
cal committees, the additional tax 
will yield $6,700,000 with which to 
meet in part the heavy deficit in

The man who purchases 
a car for less than $1,000 has pro- 
vided work for one man for six 
months; in the $2,000 class a year’s 
work for one man has been fur- 
nished.”

It is 
believed that several hundred will 
be put to work for the first few 
days and by the close of the week 
it is predicted that the regular force 
will have returned to work. 

When the plant shut down last 
fall, there were 1,800 on the pay 
roll. Last spring when production 
was on in full force there were 4,200 
workers. 

It is possible that there wil] be 
additions to the force of 1,800 after 
production gets under way, possibly 
about the middle of April.

Mr. Faulkner’s warning, for that is exactly what it is, 
follows the line of thought behind President Hoover’s cam- 
paign to end hoarding. Fundamental conditions at the 
present time would prevent any sudden influx of boom pros- 
perity. The world is sick financially. The illness has been 
made critical by people refusing to spend even the amount 
that they actually are justified in spending. 

We have normally in this country some 44,000,000 
people “gainfully employed.” Of this number between 
6,000,000 and 8,000,000 are at present out of work. This 
means something like one-seventh of our workers. But our 
national spending has fallen off far more than one-seventh 
of the total that would ordinarily be spent. 

The man who needs a new suit of clothes, or a new pair 
of shoes, or a new car, and has a position and a salary to 
justify the expenditure, is a hoarder when he refuses to buy 
what he needs, exactly as much as if he was keeping idle 
money in a safe deposit box. 

There is just one place that we would differ from Mr. | 
Faulkner. Instead of saying that the man who refuses to| 
buy what he needs, and has the money to pay for, is “shar-

California freight transportation | 
business. 

Moreland appeared as the repre- 
sentative of the Los Angeles Motor 
Car Dealers’ Association, of which 
he is president, and as a member 
of the ‘National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He presented a 
lengthy list of statistics bearing out 
his contentions. 

Almost 31 pér cent. of all money 
paid into the State Treasury comes 
from the motor vehicle industry, 
Moreland declared. 

“Trucks being the only real com- 
petitor of the railroad in Califor- 
nia,” he explained, “have caused re- 
duced rates to the benefit of the 
shipper, producer and consumer. 

“Although the railroads have en- 
gaged in a nation-wide campaign 
against us, in California, there is 
only one mile of railroad for every 
seventeen miles of terrain, and high- 

way transportation has increased 
many times the business of the rail 
carriers, It has widened our agri-| 
cultural areas from six to eight 
miles On each side of the railroad 
to fifty, seventy-five and one hun- 
dred miles. 

“Instead of a one-way long haul 
once a year—the trucks are essen- 
tially in the short haul business, 
which has never been profitable to 
the railroads—the rail lines now are 
| carrying _ California agricultural | 





products to-the world markets in 
all seasons, 

“We believe that trucks, railroad 
and steamship transportation are de- 
pendent upon each other; that each 
should be permitted to transport 
that for which it is best equipped 
to handle and that trucks should 
not be strangled -by unnecessary 
regulations and unfair taxes. We do 
believe that they should pay a tax 
or license fee commensurate with 
their use of the highways.” 


AUTOMOBILE MERCHANTS 
PUBLISH YEAR BOOK 


The Automobile Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York has just issued 
its year book for 1932. The book 
contains the president’s report to 
members covering the work of: the 
past year. Committee heads report 
on the work done by their bodies. 

The legislative committee has to 
its credit a long list of beneficial 
measures sponsored and many of 
them placed on the statute books of 
the state. It has other measiires, 
hostile to the interests of the auto- 
motive fraternity, which the asso- 
ciation fought and many of which 
it managed to kill.
